WASHINGTON, April 1.—Willam FR. 
McCombs: of New’ York, “Chairman, of 
the Democratic National Committee, has 
reconsidered his declination of President 
Wilson's Offer to-appoint him .Ambas- 
sador to France and ‘has agreed to ace 
cept the’ office. 

The reasons’ that’ induced “Mr.: Me- 
Combs. to change his mind™ are not 
known here except to a few of his close 
friends and, of course, to President.Wil- 
son. What those reasons are. has not 
been disclosed, and the most that can 
be said publicly at this time is‘ that: Mr. 
McCombs came.to the conclusion; that 
he could put his finanoial affairs in ‘such 
a coridition that he would be justified in 
going to Paris 3 as the American Ambas- 
gador, 

Mr, McCombs declined . the Ambassa- 
dorship to France when it was 6ffered 
to him by President Wilson early last 
month. At the Pregident’s earnest. re- 
quest; however,.he deferred a final an- 
swer tothe flattering tender. made by 
Mr.. Wilson until he could give’ more 
consideration to the sybject. A second 
declination was: followed by a renewal 
on the part of the President of his wish 
that Mr, McCombs should think over the 
matter. a while longer, On- Mazcl?>21, 
following an interview with. the Prest- 
dent, Mr. McCombs announced that he 
had given a final definite answer that 
hé could not accept the office.

Wall Street Unable to Gain Informa- 
tion’ About Financiers’ Estate. 


Thcre was, much spéculation yesterday 
both as te: the sizeof the estate of JP. 
Morgan and how his death would affect 
its connection with the financial world. - 

Guesses in the financial district among 
men who had intimate dealings With Mr. 
Morgan varied as to the value of. his 
estate. Some placed it-as low ‘as $75,- 
000,000, and some as high as $150,000,000. 
It was pointed out that the value of Mr, 
Morgan’s are collections alone had been 
placed by an English expert at $100,- 
00,000, and that this. sum, bearing no 
interest, had cut down the Morgan 
fortiate. considerably below the popular 
estimate of his wealth. Others were in- 
clined to doubt that Mr. Morgan woulda 
put as much as‘hatf of: his fortune in 
art treasures. These persons regarded 
$75,000,000 as far too low an estimate ot 


his wealth. 

Lewis Cass Ledyard, attorney for J. 
P. Morgan & Co., .who is pean be- 
lieved to have drawn r.. .Morgan’s 
will, ‘could not be seen yesterday at~-his 
office, 14 Wall Street, and it was said 
at the office that nothing bearing on 
that subject would be given ‘out there. 
Francis Lynde Stetson, Mr. Morgan’s

CAUTIOUS ART COLLECTOR. 


Dr. Bode Says Mr. Morgan Was Not 
an Expert, but Was Careful. 


BERLIN, April 1,—Dr.. Wilhelm Bode, 
General. Director of | the Royal Museums 
of Prussia, in an article published here 
to-day says J. Pierpont ‘Morgan was a 
great art collector of a highly original 
type, but that ‘he was not an. expert. 
Dr. Bode goes on to say that Mr: Mor- 
gan realized this, although he was un- 
willing to.admit it. In spite of this, the 
financier was rarely deceived, as he 
chose his agents and advisers well. He 
habitually deferred payment for several 
months, ‘in case fraud should «be devel- 
oped in his transactions. Dealers had 
such a wholesome fear of losing a good 

customér, says Dr. Bode, that they did 
not dare try to pass off fraudulent or 
inferior articles on. Mr. Morgah,: al- 
though this might have been. easy. 

Mr. Morgan, Dr. Bode says, net only 
was responsible for the threefold or 
fourfold increase in the. prices of art 
objects, but also for awakening enthu- 
siasm in “America for art collecting, 

Dr. Bode ranks: the collections of Mr. 
Morgan with those of thé greatest mu- 
seums of ‘Europe. -He says Mr. Morgan 
urged him in 1912: to pay a visit to New 
York in 1914 for the’ ning of the new 
wing of the Metropolitan Museum, stat- 
ing that he himself would not live to be 
present. -

New York Florist Bought by Cable

Broadway Assotiation Appoints - a 
Committee to See What Can Be Dorie 


Possible damage to property owners 
from ithe construction of the new. sub- 
ways was consider yesterday by the 
Broadway Association at its meeting at 
the Hotel McAipin. » Henry.G. Opdycke, 
the consulting. engineengof the associa- 
tion, reported that he had.submitted to 
the Public Service Commission a brief 
objecting to a number of fe rgs in the 
construction work now ‘being. carried on 
in lower Broadway.

As things. are, the law is in an anoma- 
lous position. .A distinction is drawn 
bet'veen the Fifth Avenue Coach.Com- 
pany, which is.controlled by the Inter- 
borough, @nd any other. corpofation 
which may be formed to enter on. the 
stage coach business. The Bureau. of 
Franchises of the Board’ of Estimate, 
in’ a recent’ report on the subject, de- 
clared that there’ was a practical mo- 
nopoly: in the stage coach -business in 
Manhattan, which had been created by 
statute, and that the Board of Estimate 
has 10 -effectivé-control of it. : 

Under the Jaw: éhe Fifth > Avenue 
Coach: Company» can extend’ its lHnes 
through. any \part of Manhattan with- 
out going. to the Board of Estimate at 
all, and can obtain what amounts to.a 
perpetual. and. exclusive franchise to 
any streets on which it receives permis- 
sion to operate. It can get this permis- 
sion from the Public Service Commis- 
sion, as. the present traffic atthority, 
and as long as it maintains any, service, 
however scant, it cannot be ousted,’ 

On the ether hand, if a° new stage 
company were formed, it would have to/ 
obtain in the first place the written con- 
sents ofthe majority of the: owners of 
property along’ its proposed routes, in 
exactly the same way as if it were about 
to build a subway. .Moreover, this route 
must not be one along which the Fifth 
Avenue Coach’ Company was already 
running for a ‘distance of more: than 
1,000 feet. unless..the. Fifth Avenue 


Coach: Company gave, its assent. 
Then the new company must obtain a 





and. a certificate of public convenience 
and necessity os apo the Public Service 
Commission, and when it had collected 
all- these -documents,” all.that: it would 
be: entitled: to. would be a ‘franchise for 
twenty-five years, with-one twenty- -five- 
year. rérnewal.

The sugar tariff 
is so high that sugat now’ produces 
about 17 pér cent. of our entire customs 
Mrévenue; yet you will see that’ the §52,- 
000,000 collected by the Government ts 
only a small part’ of the $130,000,000 
paid annually by the people because of 
the increased price of sugar resuléing 
from the tariff. Only about half of ‘the 
sugar we consume is imported, so only 
that amount. shares in producing reve- 
nue for the Government, but. the value 
of. the sugar prodticed inside’ of our 
tariff wall is enhanced to the extent 
of the duty. and the consumer ‘pays the 
higher price on al] sugar he consumes; 
whether {it fs of” domestic or foreign 
origin. In, this way the tariff acts as 
@ high indirect subsidy for the domestic 
producer. 

If we are to tax sugar for the single 
purpose of producing revenue, then’ we 
Should adopt the method employed’ by 
all_of the principal countries of Hurope 
and require ali the sugar consumed 
to ‘share in producing this revenue. 
This has been done by the application 
of what is knewn as:a ‘“ constmption 
tax,’? which is paid on all sugars. Under 
this» method our refiners of both’ beet 
and cane sugar would be required to pay 
a tax of so much a hundred pounds ‘on 
the, amount of sugar they produced, 
but there need be no taxes on raw 
sugars made in.our insular possessions, 
Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines, 
or in Louisiana, as the tax on thése 
sugars would be paid by refiners before 
they were put on the market. It would 
be necessary, however, to have a. pro- 
visfon in the law that:any refined sugar 
they might make or any raw sugar 
imported from,”any source for ‘direct 
consumption would have ‘to pay. the 
** consumption: tax” before the sugar 
could be sold to the trade. In this way, 
by taxing all'sugar consumed, say 26 
cents a hundred, the same amount: of 
revenue can be raised tor the, Govern- 
ment as would be derived under an’ ifn- 
port rate of 60 cents a hundred. on 
half the.sugar consumed. It has the 
added advantage of only advancing the 
price to the consumer 25: cents 4 hun- 
dred instead of 50 cents, and increases 
as consumption increases. I believe this 
demonstrates’ that from a purely reve- 
nue standpoint the present method of 
collecting revenue from sugar is faulty. 

The income tax proposes to relieve the 
poorer classes of,.this burden and place 
it: on the shoulders of,.those who can 
well afford to pay the tax. It alsé°prv- 
poses to relieve our manufacturing in- 
dustries that use sugar extensively ,of 
the handicap they now: labor under be- 
cause of the relatively high price they 
are now required to pay for their sugar. 

Wher the tariff on sugar was removed 
in 1891 figures show that consumption 
increased in one year 23 per cent. Such 
an’ increase on our 1912 consumption 
would amount to 806,000. tons, the value 
of which would be: $96,000,000.: Does not 
this ‘increased business appeal. to.you |;

You make the claim that it would, be}; 
ugeless to reduce the tariff@on sugar 
because the benefits ‘‘ would 
sorbed by the exporters of-other coun, 
tries who send us sugar, by refiners and 
by retailers.” Common testimony and 
past experience do not bear you out An}; 
this contention. In 1891, when raw’ 
sugar was placed on the free. list, the 

price of sugar declined 1% cents a pound 
in one ‘week. Before the Hardwick com- 
mittee of the House of Representatives 
Mr. Willett; of Willett & Gray, ‘the 
recognized sugar statisticians “jn ‘the 
United. States, had this to say:
